access to his superiors, including the highest level of intelligence 
authority in his agency, in order that emergency situations may be

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The latch Committee shall conduct regularly scheduled bl-wcekly 
meetings at 1000 hours on TTednesdays at places designated by the Chairman, 
effective with and subsequent to 1 September, Attendance at IVatch Committee 
meetings shall be regarded as having priority over any other duty assigned 
to ’.atch Committee members « In addition to the regularly scheduled 
meetings, special meetings and emergency meetings will be called by the 
Chairman, Batch Committee, whenever the situation warrants such action,,
